“The Los Angeles Housing
Authority can sponsor projects
outside city limits. Allocation of
defense housing projects total-
ing 10,000 units will be made
in this area within the next
few days—if we don't welcome
them, they’ll go someplace else,”
Whyte said. “We must face the
fact that we're going to need
some sort of quarters very soon
for about 6,000 men. The gov-
ernment_will provide them with
quarters, such as barracks or
trailer camps if no other hous-
ing is available. 2

“Other communities are going
after such building and getting
it. We need action to steer the
WPA to -Torrance and if not
right in our city, then at least
close to our industries. A hous-
ing project is better than army-
type barracks.”
